Marching Strikers Encounter the 
Sheriff at Center, 


_ 


In the Clash a Drufnmer Has 
His Face Cut. 


After Several Exciting Scenes the 
Men Obey the Injunction and 
Return to Camp—The So-called 
Joan of Arc Inciting to Action. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 
PITTSBURGH, Aug. 13.—The first 
blood shed during the present miners’ 
strike was that of Jacob Mott, a 
drummer in the McDonald Band. The 
trouble o:curred about 5 o’clock this 

morning rcar Plum Creek tipple. 
One thousand strikers left camp at 


Plum Creek at 3 o’clock this morning, 


and divided into two squads at Cen- 
ter, one body of marchers gvuing. tu 
Center schoolhouse and the other to 
the strikers’ houses. The Center 
sauadron was headed by the McDonald 
drum corps. Sheriff Lowry reached 
Center about 5 o’clock and met a 
number of deputies. The marchers 
stopped, and the Sheriff read the in- 
junction order. Then he ordered the 
strikers to return to camp. The men 
paid no attention to the order for a 
time, and the drum corps attempted 
to: lead the marchers past the Sheriff 
and deputies. ~ 

The deputies closed up and movei 
forward. headed by the Sheriff, and 


the opposing forces came together. No 


blows were struck, and no weapons 
drawn, but there was a lively scuffie, 
during which a horn in the hands of 
one of the band was pushed into 
Joseph Mott’s face and he was hadly 
cut*over the right eye. Blood nowed 
in a stream from the wound, and 
the sight of blood checked the push- 
ing and struggling men. 

The. Sheriff again read the orjer of 


‘the court,.and ordered the crowd to 


disperse and appear in court Saturday 
to make answer to the hill filed. The 


‘meh again refused, and one was far- 


ticularly pronounced in his opposi- 
tion. He was threatened with arrest, 
and after considerable argument, dur- 
ing which he asserted his right to be 
on the public road, the strikers and 


|band again tried to force their way 


past the Sheriff and deputies. 

After repeatedly warning the strik- 
ers, who were reinforced by a aivision 
guarding the miners’ houses, the 
deputies finally induced the men _ to 
march back to camp, but not before 
several exciting scenes had been 
enacted. 

The strikers at Turtle Creek obeyed 
the iniunction by not marching on 
the Oak Hill mine. 

The deputies at Center spent a 
sleepless. night. They were first 
aroused by a column of strikers es- 
corting: Emma Haas, the lame girl 
crowned with a wreath of daisies for 
firing a revolver in honor of the ctrik- 


Joan of Arc had aroused seventy-five 
Hungarians to the point of joining 
her in missionary work. They were 
dispersed, but later on the same girl 
headed a crowd of about forty women, 
who defied the deputies, but finally 
were induced to disperse. 


ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 


The Strikers Recede from Their De- 
termination to March. 
[RY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.1 

PITTSBURGH (Pa.,) Aug 13.—In- 
junctions by the court have put a stop 
to marches by the strikers against the 
New York and Cleveland Gas Coal 
Company, for a time at least. But in 
the execution of the injunctions the 
Sheriff and his deputies narrowly es- 


caped precipitating serious trouble. As} 


it was, the first blood of the strike was 
shed. Henry Stewart, one of the 
Sheriff’s deputies, struck Jacob Mott, 
a drummer of the McDonald Band, 
with the edge of a brass horn, and cut 
a severe gash above his eye. The 
sight of the blood wrought up the one 
thousand idle miners to such a pitch 
that a desperate conflict was imminent. 
The deputies also were excited and 
noisy. 

The strikers were jerring and yelling 
and urging a further rush. There were 
enough of the miners to annihilate the 
deputies. Capt. Bellingham, Sheriff 
Lowry, Chief Deputy James Richards 
and Superintendent De Armitt were 
the only cool men in the assemblage. 
To them and to Capt. Bellingham be- 
longs the credit of averting a riot. 
When Bellingham saw there was dan- 
ger of getting his men beyond his con- 
trol he commanded a halt, 
dressed himself to the task of restrain- 
ing the more belligerent. So well were 
his efforts directed that he soon had re- 
stored comparative order. 

Sheriff Lowry had a difficult task to 
perform, but he handled it well, and 
by his coolness and good nature did 
much to neutralize the bitterness and 
strife invited by his subordinates, The 
strikers finally retired and marched 
back to their camp. 

There were several other brushes 
with the deputies, but no actual col- 
lisions. After the miners returned to 
camp the officers held a conference 


with their attorney, and he advised 


them to quit marching until the court 
had heard the argument next Mon- 
day over a bill in equity brought by 
the New York and Cleveland Gas Coal 
Company, as it might injure their 
ease if it was brought up for con- 
tempt before the court. 

President Dolan has issued orders that 
no more marches should be made in any 


of the’ New York and Cleveland Gas 


Coal Company’s mines until further or- 
ders, though marches may be made at 


‘other places. 


The feature of the. scene today was 
the fact that the women sympathizers, 
for the first time since the strike, par- 
ticipated in a daylight demonstration, 
and, like their brethren in the cause, 
had the injunction read to them and 
they were ordered, to cease using the 
public highway for\a parade ground. 

There were no signs of trouble to- 
night. The strikers remained within

their camp, and while the deputies 
were on guard thcy had little to do. 
In order to more thoroughly fortify 
his position, Sheriff Lowry swore ia 
twenty additional deputies tonight 
and dispatched them to Plum Creek. 

The Sheriff does not think there will 
be trouble at any of the mines of the 
New York and Cleveland Company. He 
has given strict orders, however, not 
to permit any marching, and to en- 
force the preliminary injunction even 
if compelled to arrest the leaders in 
the movement. 

BRADLEY’S DEFIANT ARMY. 

ST. LOUIS, Aug. 13.—A special to the 
Republic from Coffeen, Ill., says: 

“Bradley’s army of striking miners 
still threatens the town. No attention 
was paid to the Sheriff's proclamation 
ordering the strikers to leave the 
the county, and the men are as de- 
fiant as-ever. 

-“Sheriff Randle is angered by Brad- 
ley’s defiant attitude, but has decided 
not to resort to force until tomorrow. 
If every striker is not off the ground 
and on the move by noon, the will go 
forward with his men and the work 
that peaceable methods have failed to 
accomplish will be done by force.” 


DEATH TO THE GREAT, 


INTERNATIONAL ANARCHIST PLOT 
DISCOVERED IN ITALY,

Three Arrests Made at Milan—A 
Number of Papers Found Includ- 
ing Letters from Santo and 
Acciarito—Bombs and Explosives. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 
LONDON, Aug. 13.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) . A special dispatch from Milan 
says that three Anarchists were ar- 
rested there this morning, and that the 
police seized a number of documents, 
bombs and explosives. The documents 
captured by the police include letters 
from Caesario Santos, the assassin of 
President Carnot, and Pietro Acciarito, 
who attempted to assassinate King 
Humbert in April last. Other arrests 
dre expected to follow. The Italian 
police claim to have conclusive evi- 
dence of the existence of an interna- 
tional Anarchist plot. 
POWDERLY AFTER 
NEW YORK, <Aug. 18.—Commis-

They will be deported as fast 
as they arrive. 
HIS INFORMATION. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 13.—Commis- 
sioner Powderly of the Immigration 
Bureau has sent the following letter of 
New fork. to immigr&tion officials at 


"EM. 


New fork, Boston, Philadelphia, Bal- 
timoré and Quebec, relative to the an- 
ticipated arrival in this. 
Spanish Anarchists: 

“Information has reached this bu- 
reau that one Planas, a leader of the 
Spanish Anarchists, has been expelled 
from France, being conducted to Havre, 
from which port it is expected he will 
sail to the United States. I am also 
advised that Tarrida Marmol, another: 
Spanish Anarchist, is believed to have 
gone to England, and probably is en 
route to this country. A careful in- 
spection should be made of arriving 
passengers in order that, should any 
of this class be detected, a careful ex- 
amination can be had as to, their right 
of admission into the United States 
under existing laws.”’ 

It is stated at the Bureau of Immi- 
gration that there is no law under 
which persons can be excluded on the 
ground that they are anarchists. Nor | 

anywhere declared to be @ 
crime, so that if Planas and acest 
are refused admission to the country, 
the refusal must he based solely on tiie 
fact that they come within the general 
immigration laws as paupers, contract 
laborers, criminals, etc. 

This law expressly provides, how- 
ever, “that nothing in this acti shall be 
construed to apply to exclude persons 
convicted of political offense,  not- 
withstanding such political offense may 
be designated as a felony, crime in- 
famous or misdemeanor involving 
moral turpitude, by the laws of the 
land whence they came or by the 
court convicting.”

POPULIST PARTY. 


Park Would Have it the Only Oys- 
ter in the Soup. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

ST. LOUIS (Mo.,) Aug. 13.—A special 
to the Republic from Dallas, Tex., 
Bays: 

“Milton Park,. who, at the national 
conference of Populists at Nashville, 
Tenn., on July 4, was appointed chair- 
man of the National Organization 
Committee created at the conference, 
today issued a lengthy address to the 
Populists of the United States in 
which he reviews the origin of the 
party, naming the abuses which led 
dissatisfied elements of the old parties 
to create a’ new one, and coming to 
the present day, declares that: 

“The trusts, the monopolies, the cor- 
porations, the moneyed interests of 
the country are organized, Their 
strength is concerted into the action of 
one man, hence their power, their suc- 
cess. If the People’s party would 
hope to succeed they must: organize, 
they must unify, they must concen- 
trate their strength. We are con- 
fronted today by obstacles and enemies 
within and without.” 

After reviewing the actions of the 
conventions at Omaha and St. Wouis 
and deploring the events of 1896, the 
address continues: 

“As chairman of your 
Committee, I urge every person every- 
where to avoid, repudiate and reject al] 
fusion or alliance with te Democratic 
or Republican party. Repel every 
overture of these enemies of the com- 
mon people. If your State chairman 


is not in sympathy with the policy de- | - 


clared at Nashville, you shoul@ select 
one who is, as soon as possible. In 
those States where the State chair- 
man and national executive commit- 
teemen are in harmony with the policy 
declared at Nashville, the national or- 
ganization committeemen will aid 
them in every way possible in strength- 
ening the party organization.”

HAND-TO-HAND 


Modern Woodmen Flash 
Their Axes. 


Fight at Fulton, I., With Rock 
Island Members, 


Sixteen Men Rendered Hors du 
Combat. 


Score of Others More or Less 
Bruised—Outgrowth of the Con- 
test for the Location of the Or- 
der’s Heandquarters, 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

FULTON (Ill.,) Aug. 13.—The long- 
standing fight between this town and 
Rock Island, Ill, for the location of 
the headquarters of the Modern Wood- 
men of America culminated today in 
a hand-to-hand fight between scores 
of partisans of the respective towns, 
in which a number of persons were 
seriously injured. 

At the recent convention of the order 
held at Dubuque, Iowa, it was decided 
to move the offices and books of Head 
Clerk Dawes to Rock Island. Citizens 
of Fulton thereupon applied to the 
court for an grder restraining the re- 
moval. The femporary injunction was 
granted, and the controversy went 
over until the fall term of court. The 
slow process of law was not satisfac- 
tory to the Rock Islanders, however, 
and they determined to take matters 
into their own hands. 

Today a party was made up in the 
city by the’ Mississippi, and plans 
were made for a raid on the Fulton 
headauarters with the object of forci- 
bly taking possession’ of the books, 
records, etc., of the order, and re- 
moving the office of Head Clerk Hawes 
to Rock Island. A train was chartered 
consisting of three coaches, a bag- 
gagze-car and two box-cars, and the 


invaders were soon’ on their way to. 


Fulton. 


The inhabitants of the latter town 
were forewarned, however, and made 
ready to give their uninvited guests a 
cordial reception. A fire arm was

the Rock Islanders would be most 
likely to stop. 

The arrival of the special train was 
the signal for hostilities to begin, and 
the scrimmage which followed re- 
sulted in the following casualties:

A score of others were more or less 
bruised and cut. 

The free fright lasted for an hour or 
more. Rocks, clubs and missiles of 
every description were wielded indus- 
triously by the opposing forces. The 
Fultonites finally got the better of the 
fight, and Deputy Sheriff Farley ef- 
fected the arrest of Head Attorney 
Johnson of the Modern Woodmen, one 
of the Rock Island party, and a num- 
ber of his companions. The railroad 
track on each side of the cars that 
brought the Rock Islanders was torn 
up by the Fultonites, the latter evi- 
dently aiming to cut off the retreat of 
their enemies. 

The scene of the fighting bears every 
evidence. of the liveliest warfare, and 
as there was a number of firearms in 
both parties, it is a wonder the affair 
did not result more seriously than it 
did. A large force of officers has been 
sworn in, and as the invaders, or most 
of them, are still in Fulton, there is 
great difficulty in preventing a renewal 
of the trouble. 

The action of the Rock Island people 
was prompted by a decision of Judge 
Gast, rendered at Cambridge today, 
dissolving the injunction, which had 
prevented the removal of the headquar- 
ters from Fulton... 


The Rock Island delegation arrived | 


at 6:30 o’clock with 575 men, and im- 
mediately proceeded to the offices of 
the Woodmen’s order. Though they 
met with desperate resistance from the 
start, the Rock Islanders succeeded in 
getting the bulk of the records out to 
the train. 

The Fultonites, in the mean time, 
had called out the fire deparement, 
sounded a general alarm and, with the 
augumented crowd, succeeded in tear- 
ing up the track in front of the loco- 
motive. It was then attempted to 
back the train, whereupon the Fulton 
people tore up the track in the rear. 

By this time the Fultonites were re- 
inforced by crowds from Clinton and 
Lyons, and having this advantage and 
with the use of arms of the Lyons 
company of the Illinois State militia, 
a guard was formed about the train.

Hawaii may be said to lie but one- 
third the distance of the accustomed 
route from San Francisco to Japanese 
and Chinese ports; from San Fran- 
cisco to Australia; from ports of Brit- 
ish Columbia,to Australia and British 
India, and about half-way from the 
Isthmus of Panama to Yokohama ‘and 
Hongkong. 
“The conatraction of a ship canal 
across the isthmus would extend this 
geographical relation to the ports of 
the Gulf of Mexico, and of the Atlantic 
seaboard of North and South America. 
A glance. at the map -will -at once 
make clear. the fact that no other point 
in the North Pacific has such a 
dominating relation to the trade be- 
tween America and Asia as ‘a place 
of coal and a depot of supplies for 
vessels. 

“From a naval standpoint Hawatli 
is the great strategic base of the 
Pacific.

Vegetation on Glacial Mountains. 


{August Century:] The wilderness 
presses close up to the town, and it is 
wonderfully rich and luxuriant.

An@ 
strange to say all this exuberant vege- 
tation is growing on moraine material 
that has been scarcely moved or modi- 
fied in any way by postglacial agents.

Nowhere ,as far as I have seen, are the 
beneficent influences of glaciers made 
manifest in plainer terms or with more 
striking contrasts. No tale of enchant- 
ment is so marvelous, so exciting to the 
imagination, as the story of the works 
and ways of snow-flowers banded to- 
gether as glaciers, and marching forth 
from their encampments on the moun- 
tains to develop the beauty of land- 
scape and make them fruitful. .

CURE FOR RHEUMATISM. 


Interesting Data About the Prop- 
erties of Electric Light. 


It is possible that:the story recently 
circulated of the cure of rheumatism in 
Russia by means of the arc light, 
should be regarded more as a welcome 
addition to existing data on the phys- 
iological qualities of the electric light 
than as an authoritative record of 
standard practice. The therapeutic 
effects of both natural and artificial 
light are but little understood, and 
there is no doubt that their study will 
presently open out a new’ world of 
curative possibilities. 

It seems that Dr. Kozlovski, a St. 
Petersburg physician, was led to the 
treatment of rheumatism and neural- 
gia by exposure to the electric arc, by 
some observations made by Dr. Ewald, 
the medical officer to some large iron- 
works. Dr. Ewald stated he had no- 
ticed that since the introduction of the 
system of electric welding there had 
been a notable diminution in the num- 
ber of cases of rheumatism, neuralgia, 
migraine, and other nervous diseases 
among the workmen, which he attrib- 
uted to the beneficial effect of the elec- 
tric light. 

In order to put the matter to a test, 
Dr. Kozlovski fitted up his consulting 
rooms with an electric plant, including 
a powerful arc lamp with reflector. He 
puts the patient at a distance of five 


spectacles and also by a_ screen of 
cardboard in which an aperture is cut 
to allow the Nght to fall on the af- 
fected region of the body. To this it is 
exposed for from three-quarters of a 
minute to two minutes. At the time, 
the patient feels a slight sensation of 


treated thirty-eight patients, varying 
in age from 13 to 70 years, by this 
system. There were eight cases of 
sciatica, all of which recovered; four 
of neuritis (locality not stated,) two of 
which recovered; eighteen of chronic 
rheumatism, fourteen of which recov- 
ered, and three of lumbago, all of which 
recovered. In most cases three or four 
sittings produced an amelioration of 
the pain. They were continued at in- 
tervals of three or four days, according 
to the amount of cutaneous irritation, 
but the total number of sittings never 
exceeded a dozen. 

The results given correspond in some 


| respects with those attained by a cor- 


responding use of the incandescent 
light in this country. The inside of a 
cabinet is thickly studded with incan- 
descent electric lamps, whose light is 
intensified by glass mirrors placed in 
the spaces between the lamps. Vigor- 
ous perspiration is induced very 
quickly, and the heat given off appears 
to be much more penetrating and more 
effective in its action than that of 
Turkish, Russian, vapor, and ordinary 
hot-air baths. The light is said to act 
as a tonic and sedative, as well as an 
alterative. Strange to Say, it was 
adopted by its extremely limited follow- 
ing, as preferable to the arc light, 
which had been experimented with and 
found too powerful when brought into 
proximity to the human skin. 


Our Own Kliondykes. 


{San Francisco Chronicle:] Yt the 
gold find in Trinity county leads to a 
more vigorous, methodical and scien- 
tific search for precious metals in this 
State it can scarcely fail to end in 
many rich discoveries. Vast as the 
output gf gold has been in California 
since 1849 it is the testimony of the 
best observers that the surface: of the 
State has been “merely scratched,” and 
that, in thousands of pockets. and 
gravel beds, are fortunes awaiting dis- 
covery. To be sure, gold does not crop 
out as it once did in our river bars and 
along the open creeks, but that treas- 
ure was merely the flakes*from great 
deposits somewhere in the hills. To 
find these deposits is to be far more 
fortunate than to have discovered the 
dust and filings that came from them 
through natural process of wear and 
tear. 

There is a superstition, which has 
hindered prospecting, that an aurifer- 
ous region, the convenient placers of 
which have mostly been worked, is 
not a “poor man’s country.” But this 
fallacy is a costly one to hold. The in- 
convenient placers, as we may call 
those which lie in buried gravel beds 
along the courses of ancient rivers, are 
as much the spoil of the poor man as 
the rich. Nor is this all. He who 
finds a good quartz mine does not 
necessarily have to control the means 
to work it. Such a property commands 
a buyer. The State is full of mining 
experts employed by rich men for the 
purchase of rich quartz mines. that 
promise well. Gold in any form, which 
does not cost more to get out than it 
will sell for, is a fit object for the poor 
man’s endeavor. Uncounted millions 
are still hidden in the mother lode and 
the lode itself has dropped out of sight 
in places where there is every scientific 
probability that patient searching 
would locate it.

Go to Trinity, or 
Calaveras, or Amador, or Tuolumme, 
or Siskiyou, or San Bernardino is the 
best advice to the man who has the 
gold fever; better by long odds than 
advice to go into the winter’s night

The Yield of Gold. 


[Chicago Inter Ocean:] The Director 
of the United States Mint, Mr. Pres- 
ton, has given out so much of his an- 
nual report to be made to Congress 
at the opening of the regular session 
in December as relates to the yield of 
gold for the fiscal year ending June 
30. It shows a large increase over last 
year, the figures for 1896 being $180,- 
850,000, and for 1897, $219,550,000, an in- 
crease of $38,700,000. 

These figures are for only seven 
countries. There are many countries 
which produce a little gold, and sev- 
eral besides the seven which come up 
into the millions. Mr. Preston’s table 
just given out is as follows:

of all other lands. No account is here 
taken of South America, while, as a 
matter of fact, the output of gold east 
of the Andes was probably as much 
as’ $5,000,000, at least, and on the 
west, or the Pacific side, almost as 
much. China is not included in the 
above, and the Celestial empire is 
probably not far behind South Amer- 
ica. The total production of gold since 
the discovery of America may be set 
down as $9,000,000,000, and of silver, 
$11,000,000,000,, a grand total of the 
money metals since that time of $20,- 
000,000,000, mostly from countries far 
away from Europe. 

Mr. Preston gives it as his opinion 
that by the close of the present cen- 
tury the anual yield of gold will be not 
less than $300,000,000. This, however, 
is a mere estimate based on the fact 
of the new discoveries of gold, as well 
as consideration of the old workings. 

In figuring the. production of gold 
and silver since 1492 in dollars the ra- 
tio has widely varied. At the time the 
mines of Mexico and Peru were dis- 
covered the ratio in Christian coun- 
tries was 10.75 to 1. In 1521 it was 
raised to 11.30 to 1, and in the year 
1560 it Was raised to 11.80 to 1. Forty 
years later it was raised to 14 to 1, and 
forty years after that to 15 to 1. The 
variations were slight, but more fre- 
quent, after that. At the time England 
adopted the single-gold standard, 1816, 
the ratio was 15.51 to 1. There was no 
very considerable change until early 
in the ’70s. It is estimated that about 
40 per cent. of the gold and silver 
mined in four centuries is still in cir- 
| culation. 

These general figures are largely 
guesswork, of course, but.they are the 
estimates of those who have taken 
every possible pains to arrive at the 
nearest practicable degree of accuracy.

Facing the plaza directly inside the 
main entrance is the Fine Arts build- 
ing, in shape a parallelogram 246 feet 
long and 130 feet wide, the long axes 
parallel to the Grand Canal. It con- 
sists of two separate, symmetrical, 
domed buildings connected by a peris- 
tylium or open court surrounded by col- 
onnades. The building rests on a bal- 
ustraded terrace, and is approached 
from the plaza by flights of steps and 
also from the avenue bordering the 
canal, between it and the building. 
One enters through the portico and 
vestibule to the dome, central for each 
building and lighted from. the top, 
forming a suitable place for the effec- 
tive exhibition of statuary. Surround- 
ing this central feature are the gal- 
leries, all lighted by skylights, and so 
arranged as to afford the greatest de- 
gree of wall surface for the display of 
of pictures, and to allow for the proper 
circulation of visiting crowds. The two 
separate buildings offer a better oppor- 
tunity for the classification of mate- 
rial, and at the same time, bring the 
scale of the architecture to its proper 
relation with the surroundings and in 
accord with the general scheme of the 
exhibition grounds. The colonnade 
connecting the two parts forms an ef- 
fective architectural feature, conspicu-

lous from the canal and opposite ave- 
nue, and affords a place for the install- 
ment of architectural fragments and 
models, which cannot be so effectively 
arranged inside the walls. A touch of 
landscape art lends additional interest 
to the treatment of this court. In the 
exterior design a somewhat free ren- 
dering of classic motif has been 
adopted, the usual severe. simplic- 
ity of outline -being modified suffi- 
ciently to bring it in accord with the 
purpose of the building. The basis of 
the design is the Corinthian order, 
which is applied in two dimensions, the 
larger emphasizing the entrance porti- 
cos and repeated on the gables fronting 
the canal and opposite sides; the 
smaller is adjusted to the height of the 
flanking wallsand connecting perisyle, 
and serves as a tie to bind the separate 
elements in one compostion. As being 
quite in accord with the character and 
purpose of the building, it was deter- 
mined to make a liberal use of the 
sculptors’ and painters’ art té softén 
the outline, and bring, out in greater 
contrast the severer forms of the archi- 
tectural members. To this end the 
walls behind the columns of the por- 
ticos will receive a decorative color 
treatment, interesting in itself, and 


as 
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| forcing into greater prominence their 
classic outlines. The conditions im- 
posed by the purposes of the building 
preclude the use of windows in the 
side walls, and to avoid the monotony 
of unbroken wall surfaces, the device 
of breaking them with the sculptured 
border was adopted as most suitable, 
and as giving an opportunity te illus- 
trate in sculptureque manner the minor 
arts, which furnish the medium of ex- 
pression for the higher art of architec- 
ture. The sculptor is again called upon 
to crown the pediments and flanking 
buttresses with groups and figures rep+ 
resenting the various arts and holding 
out for those who win them the emb- 
lems of success. The domes are low and 
of simple shape, but serve, together 
with the sculptured figures, to give a 
varied and picturesque sky line, and 
fittingly crown the whole design. Thus 
in this building is attempted not only 
the proper housing of the works of art 
collected from all the corners of the 
earth, but to assert for Architecture 
her proper place among the other arts 
as being the resultant combination of 
them all. 

This magnificent building was de- 
signed by Eames & Young, architects, 
St. Louis. 


RELEASED AT LAST. 


PRESBYTERY RESCINDS ITS ACTION 
REGARDING DR. CHICHESTER. 


Special Meeting at Immanuel Church, 
Presbytery’s Letter—Dissolution 
of Pastoral Relations and Dis- 
missal Accomplished by Unani- 
mous Vote. 


Perseverance has at last received its 
reward and the local presbytery has 
consented to release the Rev. W. J. 
Chichester. D.D., from his duties as 
pastor of Immanuel Church, that he 
may follow his convictions and accept 
the call to the First Presbyterian 
Church, Chicago. A _ special meeting 
of presbytery was called at Imman- 
uel Church yesterday morning, for the 
purpose of rescinding the action taken 
by that body at its last meeting, to 
dissolve the pastoral relations exist- 
ing between Dr. Chichester and his 
church and to dismiss him to the 
church at Chicago. 

Moderator Laverty called the nee’ 
ing to order and Dr. Chichester re- 
peated his request for release, stat- 
ing that he felt the call to be as 
urgent as when he had presented his 
letter to presbytery on July 22.  Let- 
ters were read from the Chicago pres- 
bytery and the First Presbyterian 
Church, urging the local presbytery. to 
reconsider its recent action, setting 
forth the need of Dr. Chichester in the 

wide field to which they called him, 
and asking that the call of the First 
church be formally placed in his 
hands, with the consent of presbytery 
to his acceptance of it. 

The following letter fr6m the pres- 
bytery was then read: 

“The Presbytery of Los Angeles, 
while not changing its feeling of af- 
fection and appreciation for the Rev. 
W. J. Chichester, D.D., nor conced- 
ing any abatement of its sense of loss 
in the removal from its work of one 
who has been so fully and so loyally 
connected with all its vital interests, 
especially as touching home missions, 
higher Christian education, the mainte- 
nance of due regard and obedience to 
churchly authority, and particularly 
as a pastor in its largest church, by 
divine blessing the seal of his own 
zealous work, and while acknowledg- 
ing his loyal subjection to his 
brethren in the Lord by obediently ac- 
ceding to their decision, yet would 
the. presbytery recognize also 

“First—The rights of individual con- 
science; God alone is Lord of the 
conscience. Our dear brother has con- 
stantly asserted that he believed the 
call to Chicago was the call of God 
to him, and this even after. the 
largely-attended and earnest congre- 
gational meeting of July 21 past. Note 
in particular his letter to vresbytery 
on the morning of July 22. 

“Second—The rights of the First 
Presbyterian Church of Chicago to be 
heard orderly and officially in the 
matter. in order that we may _  en- 
deavor to see the work. and field of 
our common Lord and Master as one, 


lin which the workers,are shifted here 


and there as the Lord has need of 
them, and not as one in which our 
local needs are chiefly in view. And 

“Third—The right of reversal of 
judement in receiving further light, 
testimony and providential indica- 
tions. 
“Therefore would the presbytery, cor- 
diallv and sincerely bidding them god- 
speed. grant the request of the Rev. 
W. J. Chichester, D.D., formally 
united in by the session ‘of the Im- 
manuel. and does hereby dissolve the 
pastoral relation which has existed so 
pleasantly for these years between 
him and the Immanuel Church of Los 
Angeles. and grant him a letter of 
dismission to the Presbytery of Chi- 
cago. that he may proceed there and 
accept the call to the First Presbyte- 
rian Church of Chicago. 
be it 

‘Resolved, ,that the Presbytery of 
Los“ Angeles ‘places on record its tes- 
timony of sincere affection for Dr. 
Chichester. as a brother beloved in 
the Lord, one sound in the faith, and 
ardent in his love for our beloved 
church, and in severing these tender 
ties it loses an earnest, faithful, 
evangelical presbyter, and the Imman- 
uel Church an affectionate and able 
preacher of the Word, a conscientious 
and zealous presbyter, and the Im- 


manuel Church an affectionate and 
sympathetic pastor, an indefatigable 
| worker and loyal friend. And may 


God continue to bless him as in the 
ast.” 

: Presbytery rescinded its recent action 
regarding the release of Dr. Chichester, 
dissolved his pastoral relations with 
Immanuel Church, and dismissed him 
to the church at Chicago, all without 
a word of discussion or one dissenting 
vote. A number of short’ speeches 
were made, fuil of affection and appre- 
ciation for Dr. Chichester and his work, 
and regret that the parting of the 
ways had come. 


presbytery had rescinded its action be- 
cause Dr. ‘Chichester had continued in, 


In doing this : 


Moderator Laverty announced that } 


God ond. him, and not out of consid- 
eration for the wishes of the Presby- 
tery of Chicago. 

The action of presbytery will take 


effect at once, and Dr. Chichester, 
though he will not peach, will make 
a few farewell remarks and shake 


hands with his people at the Close of 
the service tomorrow morning. 

Rev. Mr. Colmery was appointed to 
declare the pulpit vacant on Septem- 
ber 12, and to act as the moderator of 
the session. Tie privilege of supplying 
its own pulpit until the next meeting 
of presbytery was granted the session. 

It is probable that a mecting of the 
elders and trustees of the church will 
be held next week, to arrange for the 
supplying of the pulpit, and to discuss 
the question of its future permanent 
occupant.

A FATHER INSULTS HIS SON ON THE 
STREET. 


The Latter Causes His Parent’s Ar- 
rest for Battery—A Camily Row 
Over Property at the Bottom of 
the Trouble, 


One of the queerest battery com- 
plaints ever issued out of the District 
Attorney’s office was sworn to by a 
son against his father yesterday. 

It was getting toward evening when 


Attorney McComas and asked to have 
his father arrested for spitting in his 
face on the public streets. To the 
officer of the court the young man, 
who gave his name as John M. Gar- 
diner, teld the following story: 

He said he aad his father, John I. 
Gardiner, lived in Phoenix, Ariz., where 
the father has property valued at up- 
ward of $100,000. 
property the son claims is his by right 
of inheritance, but the father refused 
to recognize the claim and a quarrel 
ensued. 

Finally, the son said, he was com- 
pelled to commence suit against the 
father to recover the property he 
claims, and as a result the quarrel be- 
came so bitter the son concluded to 
come to Los Angeles with his wife and 
children, fearing serious trouble with 
his parent, who, although 56 years of 
age, is a man, the son claims, against 
whom he would stand no show in a 
fight unless he resorted to the use of 
deadly weapons. 

Yesterday morning the son was com- 
ing along Third street, in this city, ac- 
companied by his wife and children, 
when he met his father face to face. 
According to the complaint, the elder 
man at once walked up to the son and 
spat in his face. 

This insult, the son says, Was not 
resented because he did not want to 
resort to the use of weapons, which 
he thinks was what his father expected 
and wanted him to do, and he asked 
Mr. McComas to take such dction in 
the matter as would in future protect 
him from insult at his parent’s hands, 
and thus keep him out of a fight. 

For awhile the Deputy District At- 
torney was bothered to know just ex- 
actly what sort of a complaint to 
make, but finally issued one for bat- 
tery on the ground that spitting in a 
person’s face was an act. of violence. 
To this complaint the son swore, and 
later on the father was arrested. The 
parent had nothing to say, but inti- 
mated that later on he might tell his 
story. Evidently he will not whisper 
it in the son’s ear if the latter can 
prevent him, as he seems to have a 
lively recollection of his father’s modes 
of correction in childhood days, and a 
consequent dread of them, even now. 


STREET WAIF’S FATE. 


Stows Away on a British Ship and is 
Murdered.

QUEBEC, Aug. 13.—A lad only 16 
years of age died in the hospital here, 
the victim of cruelty of the mate of 
the English ship Mary L. Burrell.

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WHERE GOLD IS FOUND. 


REPORT OF THE GEOLOGICAL SUR- 
VEY ON THE YUKON VALLEY. 


A Broad Belt of Mineral-bearing 
Rock Extending Through the 
Territory—The Richest Deposits 
are Near the Sources of Streams 
Heading in This Belt. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMEFS.} 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 6.—The full 
report of J. Edward Spurr of the Geo- 
logical Survey, who conducted an expe- 
dition through- the Yukon Valley dur- 
ing the season of 1896, was released to- 
day. Geologist Spurr-says: 
“During the investigation of the 
gulches which are known to be ac- 
tually productive of gold were visited. 


“| The area reconnoitered comprises up- 


ward of 30,000 square miles. 

“Running in a direction a little west 
of northwest through the territory ex- 
amined is a broad, continuous belt of 
highly altered rocks. To the east this 
belt is- known to be continuous for 190 
miles or more in British territory. The 
rocks constituting this belt are mostly 
crystalline schists associated with mar- 
bles and sheared quartzites, indicating 
a sedimentary origin for a large part 
of the series. In the upper a few 
plant remains were found which sug- 
gest that this portion is probably of 
Devonian age. These altered sedimen- 
tary rocks have been shattered by vol- 
canic action and they are pierced by 
many dikes of eruptive rock. Besides 
the minor volcanic disturbances there 
have been others on a large scale 
Which have resulted in the formation 
of continuous ridges or mountain 
ranges. In this process of mountain 
building the sedimentary rocks have 
been subjected to such pressure and to 
such alteration from attendant forces 
that they have been squeezed into the 
condition of schist, and often partly or 
wholly crystallized so that their orig- 
inal character has in. some cases. en- 
tirely disappeared. In summarizing, it 
may be said that the rocks of the gold 
belt of Alaska consist largely of sedi- 
mentary beds older than the carbon- 
iferous period; that these beds have 
undergone extensive alteration, and 
have been elevated into mountain 
| ranges and cut through by a variety of 
igneous rocks. Throughout these al- 
tered rocks there are found veins of 
quartz often carrying pyrite and gold. 
Many of the veins have been cut, torn 
and sheared by the force that has 
transformed these sedimentary rocks 
into crystalline schists, but there are 
others containing gold, silver and. cop- 
per that have not been very much dis- 
turbed or broken. These more contin- 
uous ore-bearing zones have not the 
character of ordinary quartz veins, al- 
though they contain much silica. In- 
stead of the usual white quartz veins, 
there occurs a sheared and altered 
zone of rock that gradually runs out on 
both sides. So far as yet known these 
zones of ore are of relatively low grade. 
Concerning the veins of white quartz it 
is certain that most of them which 
contain gold -carry it only in’ small 
quantity, and yet some few are known 
tto be very rich in places, and it is ex- 
tremely probable that there are many 
in which the whole of the ore is of com- 
paratively high grade. The general 
character of the rocks and of the ore 
deposits is extremely like the gold- 
bearing formations along the southern 
coast of Alaska in which the Tread- 
well and other mines are situated, and 
it is probable that the richness of the 
Yukon rocks is approximately equal to 
that of the coast belt. Besides the gold 
found in the rocks of the Yukon district 
there is reason to expect paying quan- 
tities of other minerals. 

“Since the formation of the veins 
and other deposits of the rocks in the 
gold-belt an enormous length of time 
has elapsed. During that time the 
force of erosion has stripped off the 
overlying rocks and exposed the metal- 
liferous veins at the surface for long 
periods, and the rocks of the gold belt, 
with the veins which they include, have. 
crumbled and have been carried away 
by the streams to be deposited in 
widely different places as ‘gravels, or 
sands, or muds. Where a_ stream 
heads in the gold belt the richest dig- 
gings are likely to be near its extreme 
upper part. The rich gulches of the 
Forty-Mile district and of the Birch 
Creek district as well as other fields of 
less importance, all head in the gold- 
bearing formation. As the field of ob- 
servation is extended farther and 
farther from the gold-bearing belt, the 
gold occurs in finer and finer condition 
until it is faund only in extremely 
small flakes so light that they can be 
carried long distances by the current. 

“The gold-bearing belt forms a range 
of low mountains and on the flanks of 
these mountains to the northeast and 
to the southwest lie various younger | 
rocks which range in age from car- 
boniferous to very recent tertiary and 
are made up mostly of conglomerates, 
sand stones, and shales with some vol- 
canic material. These rocks were

FLED FROM CYCLONES 


AND BUMPED UP AGAINST THE 
SOUTHERN PACIFIC, 


Weiss Migrates to California 
and is Buncoed and Abused by 
the Railroad Just as if He Were 
an Old Resident and Used to 
Such Treatment, 


Mr. 


A. E. Weiss, a St. Louis cyclone suf- 
ferer who has had more than enough 
of the tumultous weather of the Mis- 
sissippi Valley, and has come to Los 
Angeles with his family to live in 
peace, finds that all is not perfect even 
in California. This State has no cy- 
clones, and the southern part is free 
from floods and blizzards, but there is 
a thorn on the California rose, and that 
thorn is the Southern Pacific Railway 
of Kentucky, unpopularly known as 
the “Octupus,’” which maintains a 
bureau for the creation of enemies. Mr. 
Weiss encountered the Southern Pacific 
in its usual mood of arrogant hoggish- 
ness, and was held up, robbed and in- 
sulted. Not being a Californian, Weiss 
is unaccustomed to being treated like 
live stock by railroad roustabouts, and 
he complains loudly. 

It appears that Weiss bought tickets 
for himself, wife and two cnildren from 
St. Louis to Los Angeles, and paid for 
berths in a tourist sleeper through to 
this city. Although the Southern Pa- 
cific of Kentucky does not run those 
cars through to Los Angeles, that fact 
was not made known to Mr. Weiss. 
His money was accepted, and his sleep- 
ing-car tickets read ‘car 9303, from 
Pueblo to Los Angeles.’”’ . Two lower 
berths were reserved by wire from St. 
Louis to Denver, and the reservation 
was wired from Denver to Pueblo. 

At Sacramento, car 9303: was cut.out f- 
of the train, and Conductor C. M. Hun- 
ter gave to Mr. Weiss a transfer check, 
to be presented to the conductor at 
‘Tracy, showing that Mr. Weiss was en- 
titled to lower berths Nos. 5 and 6, and 


that N. J. Sanders of Los Angeles was 
entitled to another lower berth. At 


Tracy, Pullman Conductor Story re- 
fused to receive or recognize the trans- 
fer check, and an attempt was made to 
induce Weiss and Sanders to purchase 
berths in the Pullman. This they de- 
clined to do, and Weiss located his 
family in the seats,of a day coach. 
‘Train Conductor Coleman ordered them 
to leave the day coach and take seats 
in the smecking car. 
friend “complied with the order 
Weiss refused to budge. 
swindled and inconvenienced, but he 
did not propose to permit the Southern 
Pacific to herd his family in a smok- 
ing car. The conductor persisted, but 
Weiss invited hin to tackle the job of 
ejecting the Weiss.family from the 
train, and the conductor finally 
dropped the matter. : 

When he arrived in. Los Angeles, Mr. 
Weiss went to the Southern Pacific of- 
fice and complained of the treatment 
he had received, and the agents of the 
company offered to return the amount 
he had paid for the accommodations 
that he never got. Mr. Weiss said he 
did not care so’much about the money 
that had been obtained from him by 
false pretenses. He objected to the 
discomfort and annoyance to whicn his 
family had been subjected, and he pro- 
posed to kick about it whether the 
money were returned or kept by the 
ailroad. The Los Angeles men did not 
complain so vigorously, but that was 
because they had lived in California 
long enough to expect nothing in the 
way of civility, decency or honesty 
from the Southern Pacific, ana re- 
garded any 
described as “one of the. discomforts 
of travel. 

Mr. Weiss was one of the victims of 
the great cyclone that swept through 
St. Louis. His house was wrecked, and 
ne dug his bruised and battered family 
out of the debris after he had been 
knocked on the head by flying timbers. 
He says he and his wife never recov- 
ered entirely from the nervous shock, 
and any slight thunder shqwer would 
send them scuttling to the cellar. He 
concluded that it was foolish to live 
where he was in constant fear of 
storms, and so he sold his property 
and moved to California.

GREEK GEORGE'S STORY 


HOW HE AND OTHERS BROKE JAIL 
AT NEW YORK. 


Compelied to Escape by the Four 
Prisoners Who Engineered the 
Scheme—Went to Chicago and 
Began Peddling Fruit — Back 
Again.

NEW YORK, Aug. 13.—The Journal 
and Advertiser says George Polyeranis, 
otherwise known as “Greek George,” 
one of the four desperate prisoners 
Who escaped from Ludlow-street Jail 
on January 14 of this year, ahd who has 
just been placed safely in his cell in 
this city, having been captured in Chi- 
cago, in an interview described the 
getting away of the prisoners. He said: 

“IT did not have anything to do with 
arranging the escape, but I accidentally 
discovered that the other prisoners had 
sawed through the bars. It took them 
six hours to saw away the bars on the 
inside, but the bars on the _ outside 
gave way in five minutes. Small jew- 
eler’s saws were used. When Masso, 
Eagan and Peet saw that I had found 
out, they had me go along with them 
and threatened to stab me, as” they 
were afraid I would give them away 
and prevent their escape. 

“After supper we all went to our 
cells, and a little while later we weng 
one by one to cell No. 87. We all es- 
caped through this cell. Here I found 
one of the iron bars sawed off and the 
others twisted so that a fellow could 
crawl through. I saw one of the men 
crawl through. I went back and kissed 
my hand to my wife, who was locked 
up in a cell near by. Then I followed 
through. I was afraid for a few min- 
utes after I got through, and did not 
know whether to jump to the roof or 
not. It looked very risky. Then I got 
to the roof of the house next door. I 
found the scuttle open and went down 
through the house, scaring a Woman as 
I went by. 

“I went out the door, mixed in with 
the crowd and walked down Grand 
street to the Bowery, 
cable car and rode to Twenty-fourth 
street and Third avenue. Here I got 
off and went into the Compton House. 
I stayed at the Compton House in my 
room for two days, and then went di- 
rect to Chieago, where I started in the 
fruit-peddling business.”

THE WATER QUESTION IS A BUSINESS 
QUESTION. 

The water question is in no sense a 
It should not and it 
cannot be made a political issue. It is 
essentially a business proposition, pure 
and simple. It must be met and de- 
cided in a btsiness-like way; and it 
is the plain duty of every Councilman, 
and of every city official who shall 
have to do with the matter, to subor- 
dinate all other considerations to the 
one purpose of serving the city’s best 
interests in this matter, without fear 
or favor, without prejudice, and with 
an earnest desire to do that which is 
right. 

The majority of the Council, consist- 
ing of the six Republican members 
and one Democrat, have thus far han- 
dled this complicated question with 
discretion, They have shown a com- 
mendable desire to expedite matters, 
So far as possible, at the same time 
evincing due regard for the obstacles 
to be overcome, and a manifest inten- 
tion of meeting those obstacles in a 
practical and business-like manner. 
Substantial progress has been made 
toward a proper solution of the water 
question. Greater progress has been, 
under the circumstances, practically 
impossible. 

The Mayor and two of the Council- 
wit, Messrs. Grider and 
Hutchison—seem bent upon forcing 
this issue out of its legitimate chan- 


nels, with the evident intention or ex- 


pectation of bringing it into the domain 
of municipal politics. If this be their 
intention they will fail utterly, for the 
people will be quick to see through 
and condemn any and all expedients 
that savor of demagogy. 

The two Councilmen named, and the 
Mayor, it appears, are determined, if 


possible, to force the question of a 


bond issue for waterworks purposes in 
the near future... As shown in the re- 
cently-rendered opinion of the City At- 
torney no such election could properly 
be held, even if there were no other 
obstacles, until after a rehearing has 
been had in the Supreme Court on the 
question of the validity of gold bonds. 
It is imperatively necessary. that this 
matter shall be authoritatively de- 
cided before the question of issuing 
bonds for any purpose can be sub- 
mitted to the voters of Los Angeles. 
To force the question at this time is 
therefore not only impolitic, but im- 


Furthermore, the water question is 
not at the present time in such shape 
that a definite proposition for the issu- 
ance of bonds can be submitted to the 
people. The title of the city to the 
proposed site for headworks is in liti- 
gation, and until the pending suit has 
been decided progress in that direction 
is practically impossible. If the city 
should lose its case, the plans and 
specifications for new headworks would 
have to be changed, and if bonds had 
been voted for headworks on the site 
contemplated by the City Engineer's 
report, they. would be worthless. Still 
another obstacle to be considered is 
this: Until the vital question of ar- 
bitration, as ‘nominated in the bond,’ 
is disposed of, no move for the con- 
struction *of a separate system of 
waterworks can be safely or legally 
made, nor can bonds be properly issued 
for the purchase of the present system, 
or the building of a new one, until 
the specific purpose as well as the 
specific amount shall have been offi- 
cially determined; and such determina- 


| tion cannot be reached in advance of 


the termination of the existing con- 
tract. 

For these and other reasons hardly 
less potent, it is utterly impracticable 
to submit to the voters of Los Angeles 
at this time any proposition for the 
voting of waterworks bonds. This 
feature of the water question cannot 
possibly be reached before 1898. 

If Messrs. Grider and Hutchison, or 
the Mayor, individually or collectively, 
attempt to force the issue on the inde- 
fensible lines they are pursuing, they 
will simply make themselves ridic- 
ulous, and will make manifest their 
own lack of judgment or of sincerity, 
or of both. There is no chance -to 
make political or personal capital out 
of this important municipal question; 
and those who attempt to do 6o will 
soon have occasion to regret their ac- 
tion.

A PREPOSTEROUS DEMAND. 

An Associated Press dispatch from 
Chicago states that two thousand men 
employed’ on Chicago’s public-school 
buildings have been ordered by the 
Building Trades: ‘Council to go on a 
Strike, because of the neglect or re- 
fusal of the Board of Education 10 
comply with a demand from the labor 


}| unions that the Board of Education 


should insert in all future contracts 
a clause providing that none but 
“union” men should be employed on 
the school buildings. It appears from 
the dispatch that some thirty-five 
school, buildings are undergoing re- 
pairs, and that if work be suspended 
for a few days, even, the buildings will 
not be in a condition to be‘used at the 


opening of the fall school term in 


September. This exigency of the situa- 
tion has no doubt encouraged the 
Strikers to believe that they can force 
the school board into compliance with 
their preposterous demand. 

If the Chicago Board of Education 
is composed of men who are possessed 
of manhood, courage and a proper re- 
gard for the rights and interests of the 
public they will stand firm in their 
refusal to be coerced by the demands 
or. threats of a proscriptive organiza- 
tion, representing but a small propor- 


{tion of the laboring population, ahd 


actuated by motives of the narrowest 
and most selfish character. There is 
no warrant in justice, expediency or 
common sense for the demand made 
by the trades unions that all work on 
the school buildings shall be per- 
formed by members of their organiza- 
tions, who are banded together for 
the promotion of their own supposed 
good, at the expense of all other labor- 
ing men and of the community at 
large. 

The Board of Education of Chicago 
has no right to recognize any or- 
ganization, whether it be industrial, 
political or religious, in the expendi- 
ture of the moneys taken from the 
people of the whole city for public 
work. The labor unions represent, as 
before stated, only a comparatively 
small proportion of the actual work- 
ing population. But whether they rep- 
resent ‘a small or a large proportion 
of the working population, their de- 
mand that none but members of their 
own organization shall be employed. 
on public work is equally preposterous. 
As well might the Catholics, or, the 
or the Knights of 
Pythias, or the Republicans, or the 
Populists, demand that none but Cath- 
olics, or Presbyterians, or Knights of 
Pythias, or Republicans, or Populists, 
as the case might be, should be em- 
ployed in the construction or repair of 
school buildings in Chicago. Such a 
demand on the part of any of the or- 
ganizations named would ‘be ridiculed, 
and justly so, from one end of the 
continent to the other. Yet there are 
persons—sane and sensible on other 
questions—who profess to see some 
sort of justice in demands similar to 
those made by the trade unions upon 
the Chicago Board of Education. 

To accede to these preposterous de- 
mands would be a public wrong, a 
most vicious precedent, and an injury 
to the laboring men of Chicago, as a 
whole; for the majority of laborers, 
who do not belong to the proscriptive 
organizations making the demand, 
would, if it were acceded to, be thereby 
shut off from the privilege of employ- 
ment on this class of public work, 
though many of them would pay taxes 
for its maintenance. But the greater 
evil would lie in the virtual turning 
over of that class of public work to 


selfish men, thus diverting public’ 
moneys to the support and mainten- 
ance of that organization This would 
be contrary to all principles of right 
and justice, and in direct violation of 
the spirit, if not of the letter, of or- 
ganic’ laws, State and national. 

Los Angeles has had a little experi- 
ence in this line. Some time since a 
few weak-kneed Councilmen were in- 
duced by a local labor organization to 
adopt a resolution providing that the 
“ynion” label must appear on. all city 
printing in the future. The order did 
not long remain in force. It was found 
by the City Attorney to be illegal, and 
it soon became apparent to even the 
casual observer that the opponents of 
the measure outnumbered its advo- 
cates, ten to one. The obnoxious reso- 


lution was duly rescinded, and it is to |’ 


be hoped that we have heard and seen 
the last of all such attempts to divert 
the expenditure of public moneys to 
the benefit of a class or clique. 

It is not probable that the people of 
Chicago will submit to be imposed 
upon by the exactions of these selfish 
and self-seeking labor organizations. 
No doubt enough independent work- 
men can be obtained to complete the 


necessary repairs to the school build-| 


ings. Workmen not subject to the ar- 
bitrary rules of those organizations 
would be preferable, In any event, to 
those who have abrogated their inher- 
ent right to independent personal ac- 


tion. The city of Chicago should see 


that the work on the school buildings 
goes on, and that the men who take 
the places of the strikers are amply 
protected in the exercise of their right 
to work. |

BEET-SUGAR EXTENSION. 


Secretary" Wilson to Inspect the Pro. 

posed Grand Valley Enterprise. 

[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 
DENVER (Colo.,) Aug. 13.—Hon. 
James Wilson, Secretary of Agriculture, 
and C. F. Taylor, government expert 
on beet-sugar culture, left Denver to- 
day to investigate the possibilities for 
beet-sugar culture in the Grand Val- 
ley. At Grand Junction they will meet © 
Col. Balcom of New York, who will ex- 


plain to them the Plateau Grand irri- 


gation project, and show them a tract _ 
of 36,000 acres on which it is proposed 
to erect a beet-sugar factory at a cost 
of $300,000. It is intended to colonize 
the land under the Desert Act of the 
State of Colorado. | 

The factory will be built simultane- 
ously with the Plateau Grand Canal, 
which will take sufficient water from 
the Grand River to irrigate 80,000 acres 
in Mesa county, Colo., and 200,000 acres 
in Grand county, Utah. It is claimed 
that the climate in the Grand Valley 
is better adapted to the making of 
beet sugar than that in any other part 


of the United States,

them. 


A park employé has wounded the 
sensitive feelings of certain Council- 
men, it is alleged, by criticising an 
official act of theirs affecting him as a 
property-holder. For this alleged of- 
fense the said Councilmen are after 
the contumacious citizen’s scalp as 
an employé of the city.

FIESTA OF THE WAMS. 


The Tribe Emits Hideous Sounds of 
Gladness in Advance. 

The third annual fiesta of the Wams 

begins at Nigger Jim Mountain tomor- 


It is said the feeling against the Sec- 
retary is intense and general among 
the people of California, regardless of 
party, and they do not hesitate to at- 
tribute his conduct to the influence of 
Collis P. Huntington, president of the 
Southern Pacific. 

Alger is the owner of redwood for- 
ests in California. The Southern Pa- 
cific is one of the principal customers 
and is able to favor him in freight 
rates. Hence, the Californians rea- 
son, the Secretary has a strong motive 
for humoring the railroad president. 

The depth of the present harbor of 
San Pedro is only seventeen feet. This 
makes it unsafe for the larger vessels 
in stormy weather, and frequently, if 
not generally, they anchor at sea, and 
the shipments to or from Los Angeles 
are transferred between the shiyy and 
harbor by lighters. 

This expensive method has operated 
to the serious disadvantage of South- 


ern California, which has long de-| 
manded of the government the con-: 


struction of an outer harbor. 
FAVORED AT WASHINGTON. 
The proposition has been favored at 
Washington, but Huntington has al- 
ways stood in the way of its accom- 
plishment. The Southern Pacific runs 


to San Pedro and formerly monopolized |- 


the business between Los Angeles and 
the sea. 

However, the Santa Fé some years 
ago built a line from Los Angeles to 
Redondo Beach, north of San Pedro, 
which got the business at’ once be- 
cause it enabled the Los Angeles man 
to leave his home later in the day to 
catch the steamer for San Francisco. 

Then Huntington went the Santa Fé 
one better by building a line from Los 
Angeles to Santa Monica, still further 
north, The railroad here is wedge- 
shaped, the sea running into an apex 
of land, and Huntington bought all the 
land surrounding the harbor to pre- 
vent any other line from reaching it. 

When his monopoly had been secured 
he turned in to prevent the construc- 
tion of a harbor at San Pedro, this 
port being accessible to other lines. 
He induced a committee of Congress 
to report in favor of constructing the 
harbor at Santa. Monica. 

This report, procured by stealth, was 
a surprise to the people of California 
and their representatives, and made 
them very indignant. After a long and 
bitter contest Senators White and Per- 
kins succeeded in inducing Congress to 


leave the selection of the harbor to aj 


commission of engineers. The commis- 
sion visited California and reported 
unanimously in favor of San Pedro. 


SAN PEDRO’S ADVANTAGES. 


The report stated that San Pedro 


possessed both naval and commercial 
advantages over Santa Monica, and 
that the harbor could be constructed 
for $2,900,000. Congress appropriated 
this amount at the last regular ses- 
sion, and it was expected that the con- 
struction of the harbor would be un- 


‘dertaken promptly by the incoming 


Secretary of War. 

Finally, as Huntington remained in 
Washington, and as the work did not 
proceed, Senators White and Perkins 
called on Secretary Alger for an ex- 
planation. He replied he had not un- 
dertaken the work because he did not 
believe the appropriation sufficient to 
accomplish it, the report of the com- 
mission of engineers to the contrary 
notwithstanding.

CHANGES IN THE MILK ORDI- 
NANCE RECOMMENDED. 


Standard of Milk Offered for Sale to 
Be Safeguarded by Stricter 
Laws. 


HABEAS CORPUS MILL AT WORK 


JUDGE ALLEN DISMISSED ANOTHER 
3 WRIT YESTERDAY. 


The Marriage-at-sea Case Still Un- 
decided—More Criminals Brought 
Before the Bar—A Dull Day 
Among the Officials. 


At the City Hall yesterday the Board 
of Health recommended to the Coun- 
cil the amendment of the milk ordi- 
nance so as to raise the legal standard 
of milk offered for sale. The Board of 
Equalization continued its labors and 
granted a large number of minor ap- 
plications for reduction of assessments. 

Everybody around the Courthouse 
took a vacation yesterday, the old- 
timers saying it was the dullest day 
known in the big building for a year. 
The only hope for a sensation was 
that Judge Allen would render his de- 
cision in the habeas corpus marriage- 
at-sea case, but the forty or fifty 
young girls and men who hung around. 
the corridors all afternoon weref dis- 
appointed, as the decision was not 
handed down. 

The habeas corpus case involving 
the liberty of Bertha Gard was short 
and almost devoid of interest. 

Judge Allen arraigned a number of 
offenders against the law, continued 
twenty-two cases in the Probate Court, 
and Justice Young married two cou- 
ples of lovers. This completed the day.

CUTTING DEEP. 


MANY PROTESTS GRANTED BY THE 
BOARD OF EQUALIZATION. 


Two Sessions Every Day and Rapid 

Headway—Liberal Reduction in 

the Assessment of the Los An- 
gweles Electric Company. 


The Board of Equalization made 
rapid progress yesterday and cut right 
and left into the City Assessor’s valu- 
ations. Most of the reductions were 
separately small, but in the a gregate 
they reach a round figure. It was im- 
possible to estimate the total reduc- 
tions as the clerk of the board had 
made no footings. 

The application of the Los Angeles 
Blectric Company for a reduction of 
the assessment of its franchise from 
$35,000 to $25,000 was the largest pro- 
test granted. T. E. Gibbon appeared 
for the company, and complained that 
the franchise of the West Side Light- 
ing Company should have been al- 
lowed to stand at $5000, while the Los 
Angeles Electric Company was: held to 
pay taxes on an assessed valuation of 
$35,000 on a similar franchise. Mr. 
Gibbon did not believe that..the board 
would contend that such a difference 
in value existed between the two fran- 
chises. He considered that the lights 
furnished the city by the West Side 
Lighting Company were given as part 
payment for the franchise, and could 
not be taken in any way as entitling 
the company to a reduction in the as- 
sessment of its franchise. 

After a warm discussion of the mat- 
ter the board decided by a vote of 4 
to 3 to reduce the assessed valuation of 


the franchise $10,000, President Silver 


and Councilman Baker being absent. 


BOARD OF HEALTH. 


Investigation of Pure Milk Question 
Kept Private. 


The Board of Health met last night in 
the Mayor’s office to resume the con- 
sideration of business uncompleted at 
the previous meeting. An examina- 
tion of various records and reports of 
inspectors in the health office occupied 
the attention of the board for a full 
hour, when the routine business was 
taken up. 

Certificates of registration were 
granted to Drs. Philip Newmark, B. 
W. Sherrer, Clifford E. Henry, Arthur 
A. Libby; Edwin Legrand Vaughan, all 
applicants to practice medicine in this 
oity.. 

On motion of Dr. Salisbury the Coun- 
cil was requested to amend the exist- 
ing ordinance regulating the quality of 
milk sold within the city, as follows: 
“The specific gravity of milk shall be 
not less than 1.030, at 60 deg. Fahren- 
heit; the amount of solids in milk 
shall be not less than 12% per cent. 
thereof; the amount of. butter fat shall 
be not less than 32-5 per cent. thereof; 
the amount of cream by volume not 
less than 9 per cent. thereof; the 


amount of water shall not be more. 


than, 87% per cent. thereof.” 
At the present time the milk ordi- 


nance fixes the specific gravity of milk. 


at 1.028, the amount of solids at 12 
per cent., the amount of butter fat at 


' 3 per cent., the amount of cream by 


volume at not less than 8 per cent., 
and the amount of water at not more 
than 88 per cent. The new regulation 
will be much stricter.

SHORTAGE OF WATER. 


City Zanjero Blames the Fault of 
the Water Company. 


City Water Overseer Casey has writ-. 


ten to the Council as follows: 

“Gentlemen: I am obliged to again 
call your.attention to the shortage of 
the water supply. I have given the 
matter my closest scrutiny and atten- 
tion and have arrived at the conclusion 
that the greatest cause of the shortage 
is the large amount of water taken 
from the river by the City Water Com- 
pany. They have a waste-water flume 


,at their works just above Buena Vista 
‘Street where they return from 300 to 


400 ‘inches of water, but they even de- 
prive the zanja of that water whenever 
it suits them to do so. 

“On the night of August 10 they 
stopped that overflow and the conse- 
quence was that the irrigators on 
ditches Nos. 3, 4 and 5 were entirely 
deprived of their water on August 11 
to the great damage _of-their crops’ I 
also see that the Park Superintendent 
complains of the-supply in the parks. 
The facts are that with my limited 
supply it is impossible for me to ade- 
quately meet with the demands on my 
department. Any instructions as to a 
quick remedy from honorable 
body will be thankfully received.”’

WANTED HER DAUGHTER 


A MOTHER SEEKS THE COURTS TO 
RECOVER HER CHILD. 


It Was Given to a Family as 
Abandoned and They Were 


About to Adopt It—The Mother 
Objects. 


In Department Six yesterday the 
habeas corpus case wherein the mother 
of Bertha C. Gard sought to recover 
possession of the child, was heard by 
Judge Allen. The writ .was sworn out 
against Mrs. Watson, superintendent 
of the Boys and Girls’ Aid Society, 
who, it was alleged, either had the 
child in her custody, or had given it 
away, and if the latter was the case 
refused to tell where the child could 
be found. The mother originally gave 
the child to a friend, being unable to 
care for it for a time, and this friend 
gave the girl in turn to the Aid So- 
ciety as a child abandoned by its par- 
ents. When the mother learned this 
fact some weeks ago she sent her hus- 
band to the ‘“‘thome”’ of the aid society, 
but the superintendent refused to tell 
him where the child was, hence the 
writ of habeas corpus. : 

Mrs. Watson of the Aid Society was 
the first and only witness. She told 
about how the child had come to her, 
and said that she had found a good 
home for it. She denied that she had 
at any time ever had any legal right 
to the child. 

“You say the child was never legally 
in your custody?” asked Judge Allen, 
and Mrs. Watson answered in the af- 


firmative. “And you never had any 


authority over the girl except that 
you kept her because she had no 
place to go, and found her a home?” 
Again Mrs. Watson said: “That is 
right, Judge.”’ | 

“Well,” said His Honor, “if this wo- 
man hasn’t the child and never 
legally had it, let the writ be dis- 
missed. She certainly cannot produce 
the girl here in court if sheis no longer 
her custodian.” 

“But Your Honor,” said Attorney 
Ladd hurriedly, ‘before this writ is 
dismissed we would like to know what 
Mrs. Watson has done with the child,” 
and the attorney commenced to se- 
verely criticise the conduct of the su- 
perintendent of the Boys and Girls’ 
Aid Society, when Judge _ Allen 
stopped’ him.. He told Mrs. .Watson, 
however, to tell. where the child was 
if she knew. The lady then said she 
had given'the girl to John Hager and 
his wife, who live on a farm near 
Clearwater, and after keeping her a 
few weeks the Hagers had _ written 
they wanted to adopt the girl. At this 
the mother began to cry, but the wit- 
ness quickly, added that the girl had 
not been adopted as yet. In response 
to*the question why she did not. tell 
the husband where the girl was when 
he called. Mrs. Watson answered that 
the man had not made himself known, 
and it was not the habit to tell strang- 
ers what disposition had been made 
of children given to the society. This 
ended the matter, 
dismissed. The mother ‘will ap to 
the Hagers for the return of thé girl, 
and in case they refuse will sue out 
another writ.of habeas corpus to re- 
cover her.

THE NEVADA SENATORS SOLID FOR 
THE GOLD STANDARD. 


The Official Record Shows Them to 
Be Against All. “Attempts ‘to 


Override What God Himself Has 
Made for Money.’ |. ; 


The opinions held by Senators Jones 


question have been the subject of con- 
siderable speculation, and perhaps mis-_ 
representation, in the past. To © pre- 
vent further misunderstanding on this 
subject, and in order to vindicate the 
attitude of the» two distinguished Sen- 
ators, The Times republishes from the 
official record a few extracts from 
speeches delivered by these Senators, 
which will serve to set them right and 
to show that both are enthusiastic ad- 
vocates of sound money. The Congres- 
sional Globe for 1874 contains an able 
speech by Senator Jones on the -cur- 
rency question. Among other . good 
things Senator Jones says {page 4861:) 

“IT am opposed to any proposition, 
come in whatever form it may, that 
attempts to override what God Him- 
self has made for money; that attempts 
to make money a commodity or 
make commodities money. I believe 
there is a vast difference between the 
functions of the two, and that. every 
departure from this plain truth will 
punish the country that so departs. 
I believe the sooner we come down to 
a purely gold standard the better it 
will be for the country. I believe that 
when we do so come down we shall 
have entered upon an era of prosperity 
which will be unbroken for a century.” 

Speaking further on the same bill, he 
says (page 176 of the appendix to the 
Congressional Globe for 1874:) 

“Does this Congress mean now to 
leave entirely out of view and discard 
forever a standard of value? Did any 
country ever accumulate wealth, 
achieve greatness or attain high civi- 
lization without such a standard? And 
what but gold can be that stndard? 
What other thing on earth possesses 
the requisite qualities? Its value is 
represented by the average amount of 
labor required to produce it. Its scarc- 
ity gives a small quantity of it great 
value, so it,is easily transported from 
place to plAce. Gold is the ar- 
ticulation of commerce. It is the most 
potent agent of civilization. It is gold 
that has lifted the nations from bar- 
barism. It has done more to organize 
society, to promote industry and in- 
sure its rewards, to inspire progress, 
to encourage science and the arts than 
gunpowder, steam or electricity. 

“The use of gold had its origin in the 
necessities of mankind. The human 
heart is set upon it. It will command 
the proper services of everybody at 
all times and in all places. 
sities which compelled its use are as 
inexorable today as they were at the 
beginning, although improved systems 
of exchange have diminished the pro- 
portionate volume necessary to do the 
work. 

“So. exact a measure is it-of human 
effort that when it is exclusivély used 
as money it teaches the very habit of 
honesty. It neither deals in nor toler- 
ates false pretenses. It cannot lle. It 
keeps the promises to rich) and poor 
alike, 

“It is the cotamon denominator of 
values. It makes possible the classi- 
fication of labor and the interchange 
of commodities. Gold has intervened 
in bargains made between men ‘since 
the dawn of civilization, and it has 
never failed to faithfully fulfill its 
part as the universal agent and serv-

“You must have something with the 


attribute of extension when rou meas- | 


ure extension. To measure weight you 
must have something of specific grav- 
itv.

The stamp.on a 
xold dollar says in effect: .. - 
This government pledges its honor 
that this coin is nine-tenths. fine, and 
contains 28.8 (25.8?) grains in weight.’ 
The government’s stamp on every 
piece of coin is a certificate to mankind 
that the bearer has renderd service 


unto society which is measured by | — 


that piece of metal, and that he is 
entitled to an equivalent service from 
society in return. Such a draft has 
never been dishonored.”’ 

On page 4907 of Congressional Globe 
(same debate) Senator Stewart says: 
“Sir, the laboring man and the 
producer is entitled to have his prod- 
uct and his labor measured by the 
same standard of. the world that 
measures your national debt. 
Give him such a standard, give him 
money as you require from him. You 
require it from the produa’y. You re- 
quire from the laboring man gold to 
pay the interest on your national debt, 
which is right, which eannot. te 
avoided if you mean to save national 
honor: but then give him the same 
money with which to pay that debt.” 

On page 4909 (same debate): he says: 

“There have been many battles 
fought against gold, but goll has won 
every time. .Gold never has com- 
promised. .. - Gold has made the 
world respect it all the time. The 
English people once thought they could 
get along without gold for a while, 
but they had to come back to it. 
We did not depart from it-:.on pur- 
pose to disgrace gold, but we  at-: 
tempted expedients at: the time of the 
war because we thought we had not 
enough gold in the country to get 
along with, though probably we had.” 
On page 4867: 

“You may fix up all the prepositions 
you please, but the real thing is when 
vou come down to it finally. I don’t 
care how much you discuss it, or how 
many resolutions you pass, they 
don’t make any difference: you must 
come to the same concfusion that all 
other people have, that gold is recog- 
nized as the universal, standard of 
value. It is the measure that must 
be used. It is the measure by which 
your wealth must be tested. Whether 
it be pennies or millions matters not. 
It is the measure that must test al 
wealth. The wealth of the United 
States.is tested by the same rule. It 
has been and always will be the 
touch-stone: of measurement, and 
when you depart from that and try 
to figure out another measure which 
the world does not recognize, you 
get into confusion.- Attempting to 
reconcile them is idle to talk about,” 

Again Senator Jones, on page 180 
of the appendix; (same speech > as 
above) says:

WHY THIS DIFFERENCE? A Los 
Angeles correspondent in a letter to 
The Times, asks: “Is there a combina- 
tion among the canners to keep down 
the price of fruit?’’ The writer then 
proceeds to cite quotations of the 
prices for apricots and peaches. in 
Santa Clara Valley and at San Fran- 
cisco as printed in the California 
Fruit Grower ot August 7, and says: 
“It will be seen that iarge fancy apri- 
cots graded for canners’ use in Santa 
Clara Valley are quoted at $25 to $30 
a ton. The best price paid here for 
graded apricots was $13 a ton. Cling 
peaches in San Francisco are quoted 
at $20 to $25 per ton. The prices of- 
fered here are from $10 to $14 per ton. 
Why should this difference exist be- 
tween prices here and prices in San 
Francisco?” 

The Times has taken considerable 
trouble to investigate this matter, but 
fails to find that there is any com- 
bination among canners to keep down 
prices in this part of the State. The 
reasons for the difference in prices 
paid by canners here for apricots and 
peaches, and the prices paid for the 
same fruits by canners in the north- 
ern part of the State must be sought 
for in other directions, and,.as far as 
it has been possible to find them, are 
chiefiy as follows: The canners here 


maintain that they cannot pay as high 


‘ 


“correspondingly good prices 


prices for apricots and peaches as the 
San Francisco canners do because the 
fruit offered them is inferior in size 
to that which is offered to the north- 
ern canners. They explain that the 
reason for this inferiority in size is 
because the growers of this locality 
do not take the trouble to sufficiently 
thin out the crop in its earliest stage, 
and that the result is a dwarfed and 
inferior fruit, so far as canning re- 
quirements are concerned. They point 


out that the northern canners have a] 


minimum $size; anything below that 
minimum they refuse to buy; the 
growers are obliged to. sell it, the 


smaller sizes, to the dryers or dry it 
themselves. The result is that the 
northern canners get only the very 
choicest fruit and are. willing to pay 
for it. 
Down here, they say, no minimum of 
size has ever been established, that ef- 
forts in that direction have proved 
useless, that the growers stick to their 


old ways, refuse’ to ¢hin out ‘and. re-. 


fuse to grade when picked, and that, 
therefore, the canners here have to 
take the little with the big and do the 
grading for themselves, which means 


that they cannot pay the same price: 


as if the fruit was all up to standard 
size. In this section where, as asserted, 
apricots this year were under size the 
highest price paid was $12 a ton, but 
as one canner said: ‘We paid as high 
as $15 a ton for: apricots in Ventura 


county, where the fruit was larger.”’ 


Others, outside of he canners, are 
of the opinion that any difference in 
size will not wholly account for the 
difference in prices paid here and those 
paid at San Francisco. The absence of 
competition between canners in this 
section for choice fruit is given as one 
reason for low prices. Another reason, 
and which by some is believed to be 
the chief one, is that the canners here 
take advantage of the freight on 
green fruit from Los Angeles to San 
Francisco, and which is $5.50 a ton. 
Take apricots as an illustration: If 
northern canners’ prices for apricots 
are $20 a ton the price paid here for 


would be from $14 to $15 a-ton. 


The canners here know, aS Was ex- 
plained, that the grower here cannot 
help himself. He is told, practically: 
“Well, if you won’t take $15 a ton send 
them to San Francisco if you think 
you can do tefter there.” But the 
“grower knows that it would cost him 
$5.50 a ton to get them there; that the 
fruit might be injured in transit, that 
prices might have gone down, or some 
other mishap occur which would result 
in netting him less than the $15 a ton 
he is sure of here. Northern prices 
cannot, therefore, as one fruit man 
explained, be made to govern here, 
because the conditions are such that 
the growers cannot take advantage of 
them. How to remedy these conditions 
1s a problem that the growers alone 
can solve. 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 
ALASKA LAND AND CLAIMS. As 
the result of the gold boom it is stated 
that many inquiries are being made at 
the Interior Department regarding the 
laws applicable to Alaska as far as 
lands and claims are concerned. Re- 


ferring to this, Bradstreet’s says: 


“Commissioner Hermann of the Land 
Office instances as among the laws ap- 


plicable to the territory the mineral 


land laws of the United States, the 
townsite laws, which provide for the 
incorporation of townsites, and the ac- 
quirem@ént of title thereto from the 
United States government by the 
townsite trustees, and the law provid- 
ing for trade and manufactures, giving 
each qualified person 160 acres of land 
in a square and compact form. Neither 
the coal-land regulations nor the public 


‘-Jand laws extent to the territory, being 


expressly excluded by the laws them- 
selves from such application. Under the 


act providing a civil government for 


Alaska the mining laws are made to 
apply to Alaska, and parties who have 
located mines or mining privileges 
therein under the United States laws 
applicable to the public. domain, or 
have occupied or improved or exercised 
acts of ownership over such claims, are 
not to be disturbed therein, but are to 
be allowed to perfect title by payment 
as provided for.”

NEW YORK MARKETS. 


Shares and Money. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 


NEW YORK, Aug. 13.—Quite a number of 
factors combined today to exercise a rather 
depressing influence of values on the Stock 
Exchange. There also were other incidents 
which, while not calculated to have any effect 
on intrinsic values, served ,to put a damper 
upon the spec ulative ardor Which has become 
rampant in all the street. The tone of weak- 
ness and hesitancy in the wheat market 
on account of lower prices abroad and a 
diminished export demand were most keenly 
felt in the market. The grain-carrying roads, 
of course, showed the most sympathy with 
the wheat market, being most imme- 
diately affected. But every department of 
the market was more or less influenced, on 
the ground that the return of general pros- 
perity will be more greatly helped by prices 
to the farmer for his crops than by any one 
thing. Besides this very important influence 
toward a halt fm the rise of prices, the more 
substantial and solid element of speculative 
buyers looked decidedly askance at the specu- 
jation which broke out yesterday and today 
in what the street aptly terms “cats and 
dogs,’’ meaning discarded odds and ends of 
stocks and securities which no longer rep- 
resent anything of any appreciable value in 
the whole worid. here was more or less 
movement in this class of stocks, as was the 
case yesterday, but advances were by no 
means effected as yesterday. Even the recog- 
nized bull operators discouraged the move- 
anent in this depaz?™ient of the market, it 
being an accepted .u.axim that corp in it 
presages the culmination of a bull movement 
and subsequent reaction. This consideration 
combined to induce some large selling to 
realize on many of the stocks which lead in 
the speculation. The only aggressive strength 
displayed during the day was by some of the 
great Industrial stocks, which have recently 
been rather neglected, ‘Sugar being the most 
notable example. These succumbed with the 
rest of the list to the downward tendency be- 
fore the day was over. No little effect was 
produced on tue market by the heaviness in 
Northern Pacific preferred, which has recently 
been prominent for strength. The liquidation 
which set in im wis stock yesterday on the 
announcement of the new presidency con- 
tinued tocay. Friends of the property called 
it profit-taking. The stock sold down 1% 
and lost 14 net. Union Pacific, which con- 
tinued quite active, receded at one time 1%, 
but partly recovered. The extreme decline 
reached near or over a point in a large num- 
ber of active stocks... A fairly strong tone 
permeated the pond speculation during the 
greater part of tne day, but in the late deal- 
ings the marked depressfon in the stock mar- 
ket exerted an unsettling effect upon the 
speculative issues generally. ‘The aggregate 
sales weré $2,825,000. Governments displayed 
a sagging tendency on moderate trading.

Review. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 13.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
orw will say that eridienten of widespread re- 
vival in demand for merchandise and other 
products have become so numerous as to com- 
pel general recognition. The press has, there- 
fore, ceased discussing whether trade has 
really improved or not, and has begun 
measuring the volume of business compared 
with preceding periods. A buoyance of feel- 
ing has appeared among buyers and sellers 
at New York, Baltimore, Chicago, St. Louis’ 
and Kansas City, where interior merchants 
have thronged this week, the like of which 
has not been seen for several years. Interior 


shoes, groceries and fancy articles far more 
freely than at any time since 1892. Crop 
conditions have improved at the South and 
Southwest, and merchants there are more 
encouraged. Southern lumber mills are not 
able to keep up with the orders, and the 
innumerable small consumers of iron and 
steel throughout the Central Western States 
are buying raw material as they have not 
for years. A nominal advance of 75 cents a 
ton for steel billets is more than a feattre, 
as it means the .confidence of makers in an 
early revival of the demand for iron and seel, 
which has been so long delayed. Wheat 
scored an advance of 7 cents on continued ex- 
ports and a tendency to decrease estimates 

of the size of the domestic crop. Wool is 
higher on speculative holding and cotton 
yarns have advanced again. Exports of wheat 
(flour included as whee’: from both coasts 
of the United States and from Montreal this 
week aggregate 4,460,519 bushels. an increase 
over last week of more than 1,000.000 bushels, 
and, compared with shipments in the week 
ago, of 2.635,000 bushels; 1,824.000 bushels in 
1895, of 2,979,000 bushels in -894.and of 6,128,- 
000 bushels in 1893. The world-wide «haracter 
,of the demand for our wheat and flour is 1'- 
lustrated by the exports from both coasts of 
this country to such far-of and infrequent 
customers as Rio de Janciro in Brazil, Callao 
in Peru and Surabata in the .slanld of Java, 
not to mention hizhly-increased shipinerts to 
Europe, China ari the Kast. There were 214 
business failures report?d throughout the 
United States this week, compared with 214 
last week; 208 in the second week of August, 
1896; 195 in the like neriod of 7835, 274 m 1894 
and 209 in 1893. There were 31 business faili- 
ures reported fr, om Canada this week, against 
41 last week, 25 in the week a year ago and 
29 two years ago. 

Bradstreet’s review of the stock market 
will say tomorrow that, after a little hesita- 
tion at the beginning of the week, the mar- 
ket had broadened and advanced on an enor- 
mous volume of transactions. Public buying 


| of an aggressive kind has absorbed all offer- 


ings, and the leading financial and specula- 
tive interests have evidently lent their aid 
to the movement. A feature has been the at- 
tention paid to low-priced and neglected se- 
curities, many stocks of this class advancing 
merely in sympathy with the general move- 
ment of prices. The advance in gain and con- 
firmation of previous estimates of European 
requirements, together with the crop in ex- 
change and expectations of large gold imports, 
are among the leading fae-‘ors in. susta‘ning 
the bullish sentiments. The street is alsoe«in- 
fluenced by the increasing returns of rail- 
road earnings all over the country, as well as 
by the accounts of the volume which rail- 
road earnings are assuming. The movement 
has not been without dangers of overpurchas- 
ing and the creation of weak accounts. A 
moderate selling movement on Friday. which 
was. however, steadied by the leading bull 
interests before it had gone very far, -was 
therefore looked on with some satisfaction.

ture of the sales early in the week. Kaffirs 
were dull. Interest in them centers on the 
mining reform, and the concessions by the 
Transvaal government. Today’s London dis- 
count for three months is 1% per cent., but 
for forward quotation for next week is 15%. 
French exchange was quoted at widely dif- 
ferent figures at the close, ranging from 
25.17% to 25.15%. The Paris and Berlin 
bourses were steady. Exchange has again 
risen sharply. The cause is understood to be 
the large sales, wheat drafts by New York 
on Paris, thus threatening gold exports from 
France. French merchants are therefore buy- 
ing bills on London in order to ship gold if 
necessary from there.’

Gerson was peppered full of No. 6 shot, 
his left arm and leg receiving the bulk of 
the discharge. His injuries, while painful, 
are not likely to prove serious. Thursday 
afternoon he was removed to the Arlington.

He did, 
however, hint that Younkin had attempted to 
assault him.

A NEW BOULEVARD ROUTE. 


A Plan for Connecting the Elysian 
and Eastlake Parks, . 

The East Siders are alive to the im- 
portance of having the Pasadena-Los 
Angeles boulevard so located as_ to 
be of the most benefit to that section 
of the city, and on Wednesday even- 
ing last a large number of property- 
owners met at the East Side Bicycle 
Club rooms for the purpose of discuss- 
ing the matter, M . Flint was 
elected chairman of e meeting and 
T. J.° Saunders, secretary. 

The possibilities of the various 
routes were thoroughly entered into, 
and after a full discussion the meet- 
ing unanimously recommended that 
Manitou avenue be opened and ex- 
tended west from Chestnut street to 
connect with the new boulevard bridge, 
which is to cress the river at 
@ point near Fremont Gate, and that 
Manitou avenue via Pritchard street 
offered the greatest number ef advan- 
tages and could be built for the least 
possible cost. The discussion brougbt 
out the many merits of this route. 

First—lj is the most direct route be- 
tween Ejlvsian Park and. the East 
Side Park.
